FIRE HORSES. 

Th© Quickest Ones In the World Are Said 
to Be lu Kansas City. 

F. S. Delicti bntigh writes of “Tho 
Quick Horse” in St. Nicholas, bin 
articlo telling of tho training of horses 
for tho flro department. Mr. Delloii- 
baugb says: 

Tho quickest horses in the world were 
at ouo time in Kansas City at tbe boad- 
quartors of itn firo department, directly 
under the office of tho chief, Mr. George 
C Halo. To Mr. Halo's genius more 
than to any other factor the quick bor*c 
owed bin first development, for Mr. 
Halo is tho inventor of tho earliest 
swinging harness which made the 
quick horso possiblo. When Mr. Henry 
M. Stanley and bin wife wo]p» in thi* 
country, they witnessed an exhibition 
drill of tho Kansas City firo department. 
Tho drill no impressed tho visitors that 
an account of it was published in a Lou¬ 
don journal, and this English articlo 
brought uu invitation to Mr. Halo to 
visit England as tho reprcseutative/Of 
tho American fire service at tho interna 
tioual firo tournamont. Mr. HaM aud 
a picked corps went to England, tak¬ 
ing with them tho remarkably quick 
horses Joe aud Duu, and they becaino 
world famous. As the quickest bariuus¬ 
ing timo of tbe London fire brigade is 1 
minute 17*»<| seconds aud the Kausas 
City horsos were harnessed iu 1?* sec¬ 
onds and wero ont of tbo engine house 
in less than 8 seconds, thero could bo no 
competition. In Kansas City four flue 
bays were barneyed to tho hook aud 
ladder truck almost as quickly as even 
Joo and Dan could jump into their har¬ 
nesses. It was a pretty sight to see those 
four well kept horses spring to their 
places at tho stroko of the gong and in 
two or three seconds stand ready to run 
with the apparatus. Joo was killed by 
an accident, but Dan, with a new mate, 
is still in service, and ns qnick as ever. 

Tbo record forqnickest time from the 
engine house to the throwing of water 
on the fire is hold by a Kansas City 
company. In this instance tbo horses 
were harnessed, a ran of f, 104 feet (a 
little less than half a mile) was made, 
and water thrown from tbe hose in tho 
won derf ally brief time of 1 minute 81

Tho Spanish 
Commissioners wero hampered in the 5 r 
work by the fact that the wreck of the 
Maine, until it was formally abandoned 
by the United States Government, was 
in international law, p^rt of Uuitid 
States territory. The United States 
commissioners, either voluntarily, or 
in accordance with instructions, seem 
to have restricted their inquiry to the 
condition of tho vessel before and after 
the fatality. Now that the Maine has 
been abandoned without being further 
destroyed by dynamite, unless war 
causes the catastrophe to sink into 
comparative insignificance, the Spanish 
Government may yet be able to throw 
important light on what is so far 
obscure ami mysterious. 

The reports of tho two commissions 
are not merely non-coincident, but con¬ 
tradictory. The United States com¬ 
missioners say “there were two ex- 
p'osions of a totally different character 
with a very short but distinct inter¬ 
val between them ; the first wai more 
in the nature of a report, like that of 
a gun, while the second was more open, 
prolonged, and of greater volume.”

“Ninety-five por cent of tho traveling 
public do not own in their own right or 
occnpy tbroagh rental a dwelling house 
which, including all its contents, costa 
aa much as one of the ordinary modern 
passenger cars run on any first cluse 
railroad." 

The forogoing statement, which is cnl- 
cnlatcd to arouse the incredulity of the 
average individual, was matte recently 
by George J. Charlton, assistant general 
passenger and ticket agent of tho Chi¬ 
cago and Alton railroad. 

“Just let me give you a few fucts to 
prove that assertion,” continued Mr. 
Charlton. “The cost of the average 
passenger car today is from $6,000 to 
•7 ,000. A reclining chair car costs from 
$10,000 to $12,000. These figures repre¬ 
sent the bare cost of the car. When you 
add to that from year to year the ex¬ 
penses of maintenance, instead of figur¬ 
ing. as the ordinary business mortal 
will figure, a return'll) interest for the 
capital invested you simply aggravate 
the situation. 

”1 once heard a prominent master car 
builder say that it cost $500 to simply 
look over a car after it had served jive 
or six mouths ou the road and had been 
sent to the carshops to be examined 
aud put into presentable shape for An¬ 
other six months’ run. He meant that 
the ordinary ’dressing down’ and clean¬ 
ing of a car would cost over $500, aud 
if you extend your investigation to gen¬ 
eral shop repairs—perhaps adding a lit¬ 
tle upholstering here and there—you 
could easily got away with another 
$500.”—Kansas City Journal.

The 
United States commissioners argue 
that the position of the keej and the 
shape of the bottom plating show the 
first explosion to have been external, 
w hile the position of the decks shows 
the second to have been internal: and 
they express their belief that the dis¬ 
aster was due to a submarine mine, the 
explosion of which caused the subse¬ 
quent explosion of two or more of the 
vessel’s forward magazines. The Span¬ 
ish commissioners report that “ a min¬ 
ute examination of the bottom of the 
harbor around the vessel shows 
absolutely no sign of the action of a 
torpedo,” and affirm their belief that

I glove on behalf of tho exiled HtuarJ*. It 
; wan a plucky though foolish action!* In 
; the days of tho I'lantagcncts it appears 
that the kings were hot only crowned with 
gloves on their hands, but wero hurled 
with them. / 

When the tomb of King John was opin¬ 
ed In 1707, it wus found tlint his hands 
wero gloved, and tho remains of Edward I 
wero discovered In tho sanio condition. 
Tho glovo hud long been a symbol of In¬ 
vestiture, and possibly tho kings were thus 
burled with some grim idea of investing 
them with tho rights of the grave—their 
regal rights having passed to their succes¬ 
sors. At tho coronation of Fronab kings, 
tho royal gloves wero blessed by itt bishop 
who officiated. In somo parts of Christen 
dom bishops themselves wero Inducted to 
their dioceses by receiving a glovo, Invest¬ 
ing them with temporal as well as spiritual 
rights. Tho glovo becumo so associated 
with oplscopal authority that at different 
times tho wearing of gloves was absolute¬ 
ly prohibited to the lower clergy. While 
ono council issued this edict, another de¬ 
clared that monks should only presume to 
wear gloves of common sheepskin. Epis¬ 
copal gloves wero often richly adorned, ns 
wo may gather from the fact that Bishop 
Recalfus, dying in the year 016, bequeath¬ 
ed a pair of gloves in his will. For the 
word glovo it w ould appear that we aro In¬ 
debted to tho Icelandic glof. As a gift of 
glovos was a mark of the highest honor, 
a token of investiture, a conferring of 
trust, so tho dcprlvul of a person's gloves 
wus a sign of tho deepest degradation. Wo 
read of tho Earl of Carlisle, condemned 
to dio as u truitor In tho reign of Edw ard 
II, that his "spurs wero cut off with a 
hatchet, and his gloves and shoes were 
taken off." 

In yet another sense to lose the glove of 
a lady at tourney was a deep disgrace. 
Knights woro their ladles' dainty gloves 
as the most precious of insignia, and ho 
who lowered his ludy'4 honor need littlo 
look for her smiles. Tbb practice of giving 
gloves to the judge at maiden assize prob¬ 
ably had Its origin In tho fact that a Judge 
was not supposed to wear glovos while on 
the bench; to prosont him with n pair 
might signify that ho was now free to do 
as be choso.—London Standard.

Must Comply with the Regulations. 

A meeting of the Board of License Com¬ 
missioners of Lennox was held in the town 
Ilall, Napanee, on Tuesday. Fifteen peti¬ 
tions for hotel licenses wore fyled, and of 
this number but four were granted. Mrs. 
Wheeler, of the Queen’s hotel, Napanee, 
was granted a license, but the other six 
hotels were allowed to sizzle on the gridiron. 

It is not the intontion of the Comission- 
(rj to curtail the number of licenses in 
Napanee, but before any of tbe hotels ate 
granted the privilege of selling stimulating 
beverages to thirsty wayfarers, they must 
first comply with the regulations laid down 
by the board, so wo are told. As the 
licenses expire on the first of May, our 
Ifcal bonifaces will have to get “ a move on,” 
00 to speak. The regulations do not en¬ 
tail the moving of tho bars so as to front 
the street as in Lennox that only applies to 
hotels outside of Napanee. W. K. Pruyn 
was granted a shop license for the ensuing 
year. Tho hotel at Roblin, and the two 
hostelries at Bath had their licences renew 
ed, but the Odessa and Amherst Island 
men are in tho same condition as their 
brethren in Napanee. The application of 
Norman Itikley for a tavern license for the 
hotel premises situated in the village of 
Adolphustown, was refused. Mr. liikley’s 
application was accompanied by a petition 
containing 71 names, but as the petition 
ouly called for a wine and beer licence, it 
was thought that a number of petition¬ 
ers would not have signed their names had 
they known it was a tavern license that was 
to bo applied for, eo tho application went by 
tiie board. Another meeting of the board 
will be hold shortly. 

The Ponton Case. 

The motion of the Dominion Bank to 
ohange tho venue of W. H. Pontor’s 
$50,000 suit against it, from Napanee to 
.Toronto, or such other place as might te 
deemed suiluble, was argued before the 
Master-in-Chambers at Osgoode Hall, To 
ronto last week. A. B. Aylsworth, Q. C., 
appeared for the Bank, and Mr. Holman 
for Ponton. A large number of affidavits, 
.pro and con, were put in. Mr. Aylsworth 
was of the opinion that a trial of tbe case 
at Napanee would be a travesty of justice. 
Tuesday morning the Master-in-Chambers 
handed out his judgment, Tho Master 
grants the application, and fixes the venuo 
at Belleville, the trial, however, to 
come on at the first assize sittings. The 
Mubter thinks that the population of Napa- 
neo was aroused against the United States 
detectives employed by tbo bank, and 
against Inspector Bogart. The Master 
believes this feeling still exists, because 
thc^ arc witnesses for the bank, and it will 
only require their appearance on the scene 
to cause tho same intense exoitement as 
was shown at the trial. “Napanee papers,” 
siys the judgment, “have since the trial 
printed everything that could be gathered 
relating to the matter, and I think it can¬ 
not be denied that the news so printed has 
been more favorable to the plaintiff than to 
the bank.” One thing proven by the large 
number of affidavits filed is that the mat¬ 
ters in issue are widely known throughout 
the county, and discussion as to the same 
has been very free. The crosa examination 
of seven or eight of these deponents to my 
mind indicates that among a large number 
of people the only question they consider 
should be decided is as to tbe amount of 
damages for which the bank*should be 
assessed. Having read over the affidavits 
and dispositions I am of opinion that this 
is not a case where the bank would feel 
they were receiving a fair trial at Napanee. 

I suggested Hastings County ; the defend¬ 
ants agreed, but the plaintiff objected, and 
said he would not care to go to trial on the 
first Assize sittings in Belleville. But in 
my opinion, change should be made from 
Napanee to Belleville. Tbe order will go, 
changing tbe venue from Napanee to Belle¬ 
ville, on condition that the trial does not 
come on at the first sitting, tbe Bank to 
pay all extra oosts of the change as agreed.
